“In the event of fae eet ak auather war, 


I do not believe a nation in the 
world will be able to survive. 
Then he added with a slow smile, ! 


“But I am a business man and 


my business is selling submar- 


ines.” 

This was the reply of L. Y. 
Spear, vice-president of the Elec 
tric Boat Company, an American 
submarine concern, to the Senate 
Munitions Committee. 

In 1880, when Hiram Maxim 
was demonstrating his newly in- 
vented machinegun, he declared 
that the existence of this weapon 
would render war so horrible that 
civilized nations would refuse to 
engage in. it. 

It was Basil Zaharoff, the inter- 
national millionaire and munitions 
magnate, who recognized that 
Maxim had created a highly mar- 
ketable article of merchandise. 

He entered into partnership 
with Maxim and has since sup- 
plied every warring nation not 
only machineguns but tools of de- 
struction powerful and_ horrible 


beyond the wildest dreams of old | 
4 white-bearded Maxim. 


Zaharoft 
today heads an international arm- 
aments ring that has a virtual 
monopoly throughout the world. 
Only six countries are engaged 
in the manufacture of armaments 
and in all these countries Zahar- 
off and the clique that he heads 
has virtual domination. 


* Keep the Hell-Fires Burning. 


During the past sixty years 
this ring has supplied arms and 
munitions to both sides of every 
war that has been waged. In 
most cases they have operated 
plants behind both lines and have 
arranged, whenever a_ shortage 
loomed, to transport supplies from 
one warring nation to its enemy 
through some neutral country. 
During the world war, German 
soldiers were entangled in barbed 
wire manufactured in Germany. 
3ritish troops were inowed down 
by British bullets from enemy 
trenches. Zaharoff and his col- 
leagues reaped untold millions 
from the slaughter and asa trib- 
ute he has been decorated by 
most of the nations of Europe. 

That this monopoly has not ex- 
cluded the U. S. was revealed by 
the findings of the Senate Muni- 
tions Committee when it probed 
into the files of the Electric Boat 
Co., the past few weeks. This

oughly international in character 
and cannot fail to profit regard- 
less of which side wins. 


* Sabotaging the Soviets. 


It is interesting to recall here 
the arrest and imprisonment in 
Soviet Russia of several British 
engineers who were discovered to 
be spies‘ot Vickers, Ltd., indulg- 
ing in sabotage within Russian 
plants, Soviet Russia being the 
only arms-manufacturing country 
in the world which is outside the 
domination of international capi- 
tal. The arrested engineers, after 
being thoroughly exposed, were 
released by the Soviets. The cap- 
italist press of the world set up a 
unanimous wailing of criticism 
and slander against Russia over 
the incident. The files of the 
Electric Boat Company should be 
sufficient evidence of the justice 
of Russia’s accusations. 

The capitalist press has de 
lighted in romanticizing Zaharotf 
as. the “Mystery Man of Europe.” 
Nobody knows where he was 
born, how much money he has or 
the exact extent of his holdings. 
His appearance, his -walk, his per- 
sonality, are all déscribed in ab- 
surd detail. But what we, as 
workers, are interésted in is not 
ihe cut of his beard or the color 
of his eyes, but the system of 
society that he represents. 

It is the aim of capitalism to 
make its faults appear as the 
faults of individuals operating 
within its folds. “Investigations 


engaged in international 
\trade, has been intimately 1n- 
volved in world politics. Bribery 
of “special commissions,” polit- 
ical lobbying both at home and 
abroad, intrigue and graft are all 
aspects of business technique. In- 
cidents of these practices have 
been uncovered in such quantities 
in the Electric Boat files that a 
bound volume would hardly con- 
tain them. And the Electric Boat

aud “cleanups” have been going 
on without cease since the very 
beginning of capitalism. 


* The Patriotic Duponts. 


One of the professed purposes 
of the Senate arms investigation 
is to find out who profits by war. 
Ledgers of the Dupont family’s 
interests revealed, that they*reaped 


a modest busimess in 1914 to 1918: 


amounting to $1,245,000,000.00, or 
about $124.50 per skull for every 
murdered worker. 

Pierre Dupont informed the 
committee that part of these pro- 
fits were used to buy one-fourth 


of all General Motors stock, much. 


of it had been paid out in divi- 


dends to smaller capitalists hold-. 


ing shares in this ghoulish enter- 
prise, and that a very large por- 
tion had been invested in the dye 
manufacturing business, particu 
larly German dye patents. This, 
said Dupont, was performing a 

“great service to America.” 

The dye business is one of the 
basic war industries, dye works 
being poison gas plants at one 
and the same time. It was the 
Germans who invented and per- 
fected poison gas and first used 
it in the war. 

Munitions manufacturers are by 
no means the only ones who profit 
by war. Not only dye, but soap 
and every other chemical industry 
is instantly convertible to the 
manufacture of poison gas. The 
basic industries that supply the 
raw materials for armaments reap 
as much loot as the actual cannon 
makers. The automotive industry 
supplies trucks, tanks, and airplane 
motors. 


“| is no mystery who profits by 
wa There is not a capitalist 
Cem: in existence that does 
not look toward war for profit. 


* Imperialist Rivalry. 


_ Every war is preceded by a 
frenzy of “investigations” and “ex- 
posures” by capitalism. At the 
present time the war industries 
are the only ones that are func- 
tioning with any vigor. All of 
the major nations are not only 
arming themselves on a_ scale 
that has no parallel in histofy, 
but are arming smaller nations 
over which they have domination 
Who is supplying these arms and 
reaping the profits bas become 
of vital concern to rival capital- 

st groupings. The technique of 


ae oes involyes efforts to cut 


off enemy nations from their sup- 
plies of war materials. 

The Gran-Chaco conflict is an 
excellent example. It benoesenss 
a struggle between British and 
American impériahst interests. It 
is being waged not only by sup- 
plying arms to the warring coun- 
tries but by efforts to “achieve 
boycotts which would give the ad- 
vantage to one side or the other. 
In a situation of this. kind, pow- 
erful capitalist groups find them- 
selves faced with an international 
armament combme which cares 
little which side buys arms just 
so it buys. It becomes necessary 
to break this monopoly and re- 
establish control along more na- 
tionalist lines—more along the 
lines of the nationalist groupings 
of capitalism itself. As the crisis 
grows rapidly. more acute, the 
friction between competing capt 
talist groups becomes sharper— 
their quarrels more bitter and 
their general corruption more ob- 
yious in the mudslinging that re 
sults. 


The existence of Zaharotf and 
his ring, the implication of Auiier- 
ican manufacturers, and the ail 
around corruptness of their meth- 
ods have been well, known to 
students of international affairs 
for many years. It has not be 
come convenient to the mManeuver- 
ing of capitalists to “expose” this 
racket until the present. 


* Not Only Mynitions. 


So-called “probings into the 
private files of any capitalist en- 
terprise, be it anything from lead 
pencils to 12-inch guns, would re- 
veal the same weiter of lobbyings, 
“special commissions,’ graft and 
intrigues. The Senate munitiofis 
investigation becomes as ridicu 
lous as the corrupt political ma- 
chine headed by Huey Long 
marching out the national guard 
to clean up the corruption of 
Louisiana. 

The last war cost the lives of 
ten million soldiers. International 
capitalists profited 200 billion dol- 
lars from the deal, or $40,000 for 
each man killed. That is what 
you are worth dead in uniform to 
your boss. ‘The working class 
reaped its share in poverty am 
unemployment. But the workers 
of Russia seized one-sixth of the 
globe, abolished capitalism for 
ever, and established the first 
workers’ and farmers’ government.

BURBANK WOMEN 
COUNCIL FIGHTS 
CLOSED SCHOOLS 


BURBANK, Calif., Sept. 16— 
Initiated by the Women’s Coun- 
cil, a widespread movement here 
is demanding the fulltume open: 
ing of all schools. The action is 
in response to the school beard’s 
announcement that half of the 
schools will be closed, and tents 
put up for classrooms on the 
other schools. 

The excuse used for this move, 
which is calculated to get a new 
bond issue and give the board 
more funds to “administer,” was 
that none of the schools are up 
to present-day “specifications” for 
earthquake construction. None of 
the school buildings here have 
been in the least damaged by 
earthquakes. Still the board, in 
its effort to secure the passage 
of a bond issue that has already 
been refused once, offered the 
ridiculous solution of closing half 
of the schools and crowding more 
children into the other half. The 
plan is also the first step toward 
elimination of teachers or cuts in 
their teaching hours. 

More than 200 attended the 
first mass protest meeting held 
by the Women’s council. Rt this 
meeting a broader committee was 
formed to hold a second mass 
méeting with more than 400 in 
attendance. 

As a result the school board has 
started a straw vote, promising 
to be governed by the results. 
Meanwhile, they have stopped put- 
ting up the tents.

Editorial Column 
We Opened the Capitol... Open the Jail 


Thursday the Communist Party holds its State Convention 
under the roof of the State Capitol in Sacramento. 


; This fact is giving the bosses, the police departments, Amer- 
ican Legion officials and other subversive elernents no pleasure, 
you may be sure. They know only too well what it means—that 
so far all their efforts to illegalize the Communist Party, all the 
vicious attacks, wave of terror and frame-ups, have failed dismally. 
The will of more than 30,000 citizens who signed the petitions to 
put the Party on the ballot, and particularly the great wave of 
protests from individuals and organizations from all over the state 
and all parts of the nation, and the great protest registered in the 
huge vote against Merriam’s attacks, have been the force that 
their trickery and attacks could not beat. 


The convention, where the Communist election platform will 
be adopted and the state-wide campaign mapped out, signalizes 
an important milestone in the fight of the Communist Party, and 
a proof of the staterment made in these columns two months ago 
that the Communist Party cannot be suppressed. But though a 
great victory, it is only one milestone in that advance. 


For in that same city the frame-up trials of eighteen workers 
on charges of criminal syndicalism are going on at the same time 
as the convention. In Sacramento city the suppressive measures 
still continue. Two of the candidates who should be at the con- 
vention—-Pat Chambers, Communist candidate for U. S. Senator, 
and Nora Conklin—will be absent, held in jail a few blocks away 
on the criminal syndicalism charge, while Albert Hougardy, 
candidate for Congress, was only released on $4,000 cash bail. 


The same strength that stopped the attempt to illegalize the 
Communist Party and drive it underground is the only force that 
can smash these frame-up trials. Convictions in these cases mean 
the whole attack can be loosed again; mean that being a_member 
of the Communist Party is counted a crime in this State, as 
would membership in the Cannery and Agricultural workers’ In- 
dustrial Union or teaching Marxism and Leninism. It would 
mean that strikes would be outlawed and participation in them be 
punishable legally by imprisonment. The victory gained in the 
General Strike of beating back the attempt to establish the open 
shop would thus be lost. 

Rally behind the fight of the Committee for Labor’s Civil 
Rights, and of the International Labor Detense to force the repeal 
of the vicious criminal syndicalism law! 

Workers in trade unions! Demand that your local pass a 
resolution against this vicious frame-up law. See that your dele- 
gate to the A. F. of L. convention be instructed to fight for a 
resolution there against it!

The A.F. of L. Fight on the General Strike 


Opening today. one of the most important State Conventions 
of the California State Federation of Labor, has begun in Pasa- 
dena and the fight expected against the official machine will mark 
it as one that may be a turning point in California labor history. 
So important do the A. F. of L. officials now in the saddle con- 
sider it that they have brought in reinforcements of international 
officers from the East to help them. 


Against a background of the recent General Strike in San 
Francisco and the greatest strike wave in American labor history 
now sweeping the country, led by the textile strikers, the ma- 
chinery is oiled to put over a reactionary program to beat down, 
if they can, the rising demand for industrial unionism and rank 
and file control. 

Edward Vanderleur, hated by the rank and file of union 
members for his part in betraying the San Francisco General 
Strike: Scharrenberg, O’Connell & Co., are preparing to bring in 
resolutions against the use of sympathetic or general strikes. 
This is in line with the denunciation of Wm. Green, A. F. of L. 
president, during the San Francisco strike, and in this present 
stage of the struggle between capital and labor, more than ever 
before, amounts to turning the workers, organized and unorgan- 
ized, over to the bosses, bound hand and foot. 


Several main esolutions on industrial unionism, _ the 
struggle for the repeal of the criminal syndicalism law, the fight 
against expulsion of members on political grounds, which is aimed 
at expelling Communist Party members or other militants who 
will be called “red” for the purpose of getting rid of them, will 
come up. The big fight will revolve around the resolution to be 
introduced by delegates of the International Longshoremen’s As- 
sociation. This endorses the use of the General Strike and sym- 
pathetic strikes as 2 main weapon in the fight against the bosses’ 
attacks. 


The whole tactic being carried out by the A. F. of L. machine 
in strikes is splitting the ranks of the workers. Wherever possible 
they prevent the strike from occurring in the first place, and when 
the rank and file pressure is so great that they cannot use this, 
they put themselves at the head and then try to break the strike 
by splitting the ranks. The Salinas strike, where unity of Filipino 
and white workers was broken, is one example. The present 
maneuvering of Gorman, McMahon and others to force arbitration 
in the textile strike is another. But the one freshest in workers’ 
minds is the betrayal of the San Francisco General Strike where, 
unable to stop the movement in support of the striking marine 
workers, the notorious “Board of Strategy” was formed and, put- 
ting itself in power, then broke the strike by sending back first 
the municipal carmen, then the teamsters, and finally, this being 
accomplished, sent the others back to work leaving the marine 
workers deserted and in the hands of the Arbitration Board which 
to date has not given any decision. 


Now those came fakers will lead the fight against the use of 
general strikes and sympathetic strikes. Vanderleur, who stuck 
the first knife in the longshoremen and seamen’s backs, is running 
for president of the State Federation. 


Workers in the American Federation of Labor have long 
realized that one isolated union can rarely win a strike against 
organized industrialists unless backed up by other crafts in the 
same industry and, if necessary, the power of organized labor in 
other industries. This is daily proven in almost every strike. 

Delegates to the State Federation! Beat down the attempt to 
kill general and svmpathetic strikes as a weapon. Beat down the 
attempt to throttle your united action. The life of the labor 
unions depends on this. Fight for all resolutions which work 
toward greater militant struggle, and increased rank and file con- 
trol. Only by such a fight can labor gain from this convention 
and be in a better position to face the struggles of the near future.

Sinclair - Will His EPIC Plan Work? 


ISSUED BY DISTRICT 13, COMMUNIST PARTY, U.S. A. 
If you are a worker, unemployed, small farmer, or a small 
property owner, you need hardly be told that Merriam, the Re- 
publican candidate tor governor, is a symbol of poverty, strike- 
breaking, and fascism, for California. He has already given 
ample proof of this. ; 
Merriam sent National Guards against the longshoremen. He 
unleashed a reign of vigilante terror against the militant elements 
in the labor movement. He heads a machine of the most scoun- 
drelly grafters who have ever had a grip on the California masses. 
He represents the bankers, manufacturers, and large landowners. 
But it is precisely because so many are anxious to defeat the 
reaction which Merriam represents that hundreds of thousands 
voted for the ex-Socialist, Upton Sinclair, for the Democratic 
ticket to oppose him. 
To vote for Sinclair was an expression of protest—a feeling 
he was a “lesser evil.” 
; But_is Sinclair better than Merriam? Does his EPIC plat- 
torm offer anything to the toiling masses of California? Anyone 
who will give these questions serious thought will see that the 
answer is NO. An attraction to the EPIC plan is the vivid way 
in which it pictures how poverty stalks through the Golden 
State. Sinclair is an able writer and does this quite well. Put 
there is no solution for the million and a quarter depending on 
relief, for the farmers, for the rest of the impoverished population. 
__A beautiful picture is painted of building Socialism in the 
midst of capitalism. But decades of experience and the most cle 
mentary principles of economics and methods of capitalism are 
disregarded. The assumption is that capitalism, its courts, and 
the federal government will stand by and watch control being 
pulled out of their hands. / 
Sinclair already admits that his EPIC plan has hit a snag in 
the U. S. constitution, and in laws which were designed to protect 
the profit system. He already announced that his lawyers have 
informed him that it will take years before the proposed bonds 
could be floated, and the obstacles against them cleared through 
constitutional amendments. Sinclair is now entangled in a net of 
complications, as it becomes clearer that state- 


supervised barter system, he has only imaginations. 
CHEAP RELIEF—SUBSTITUTE FOR STRUGGLE. 


This is precisely his plan—to show how relief can be made 
cheaper, and to dangle the illusion before the aroused masses that 
they can find an easy way out of their misery avoid a 
struggle. He is therefore rendering invaluable service to the ex- 
ploiters of labor, who want you to be in a maze of dreams, instead 
of resisting them while they organize and train their fascist forces 


Hitlerism in California 
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Sinclair claims that it is possible under state supervision to 
organize unemployed to rent idle factories and operate them; to 
rent idle farms for the price of taxes and produce food; while. the 
State issues script which is to be a medium of exchange between 
the two divisions. He further maintains that the advantage of 
this system will be so great that people of all walks of life will 
be flocking to it. Thereby, he the profit system will be 
gradually abolished. 

From that he draws the conclusion that the workers will be 
benefitted as they will have no unemployed to compete with. 
lhe farmer he advises to become a worker in the state-operated 
larm colonies. The small farmer is told that he is in a wasteful 
economy and would do better by taking a job in the state system 
factories. The capitalist is told that he would enjoy his wealth 
more if he knew that it was being used to build an honest world. 
And so he assures every type of person that EPIC is the cure-all 
which can’t be beat. 

There is nothing new in the scheme. The Socialist 
Party, of which he was a member for 32 vears, has alwavs aimed 
to build socialism within the capitalist system. When the NRA 
and its provisions government supervision of economy, was 
inaugurated, the first impulse of the Socialist Party was to hail it 
as a step towards Socialism. Sinclair, logically following the pro- 
gram of the Socialist Party, is an ardent “New Dealer.’ In 
accepting the Democratic nomination he stated as follows: 

“The capitalist class couid wipe out our small Socialist 
Party in short notice, any time it chose to do so. We must 
reach the masses in other ways. I decided to try doing this 
through one of the two major Parties.” 


REPEATS BETRAYAL OF SOCIAL DEMOCRATS. 


Sinclair follows the footsteps of the Social-Democrats in 
Europe. They, too, said that they could build Socialism through 
gradual inroads into the capitalist order, without struggle by the 
workers. But look at the results in the countries of “model” 
Social-Democratic Parties—Germany, Austria, Italy. While the 
workers were kept under illusions that it is possible to use the 
capitalist legislatures and laws to accomplish a “gradual, peace- 
ful change,” the big industrialists and bankers collected the black- 
est forces in the country, drilled them into armed bands, swooped 
down on the workers’ organizations, and laid to waste the efforts 
of decades. Now the working masses of these countries are in the 
worst poverty. This is the reason that Communists have always 
pointed out that Social Democrats are Social Fascists. They, 
althouch claimine to be opposed to fascism, lure the workers 
away from a militant fight against it, and thereby make it easy 
for tascism to come into power. 

With such experience it is foolish for anyone to still believe 
that the rich will do nothing while the poor take control, In 
Austria, but little more headway was permitted than the establish- 
ment of a few housing co-operatives and such. When the fascists 
got ready they left the famous Vienna workers’ apartments a mass 
of shambles. The workers found out that the constitutional 
“ouarantees” and their “representatives” in the government didn’t 
mean a thing. They are now sorry that they didn’t use their 
mass strength through such forms as a general strike to smash 
fascism when it first raised its head. 

Whether Sinclair sincerely opposes fascism or not is of little 
importance. The fact is that, as the European Social-Democrats, 
he is helping to pave the way for it. His program, therefore, 
does not avoid violence. It makes way for the worst violence, 
but against the workers. 

But. Jet us Jook into the EPIC.program and. see how seriously 
we can take its promises. 


WILL RICH HELP US BUY THEM OUT? 


A huge. .bond is to be floated to pay for the idle factories. 
But whoewdl subscribe forthe bonds?” They will have to yield 
a substantial income if the wealthy are expected +o -buy -them. 
‘They certainly have no other inducement. They are not going to 
be grateful to a system which proposes to abolish the profit sys- 
tem.

; But as we already said, the scheme blew up. It is clear that 
it would take years before such a loan could be even attempted. 
So Sinclair claims that he will secure a loan from the FERA, to 
initiate a_ barter system with. If, however, after Sinclair takes 
ofiice, and we are told that relief funds must be spent according 
to rules prescribed by relief authorities in Washington, we will be 
told that this was an unforeseen error. 

But let us proceed beyond this little matter. Sinclair claims 
everything a person needs could be produced in California. 
On that basis he draws the conclusion that the scrip to be issued 
by the State will be as good as money, since everything desired 
could be obtained with it. But anyone who knows anything of 
economics will realize that the State is far from being self-sui- 
ficient. Sinclair admits that some things will have ‘to be obtained 
for cash, and that will be obtained from exports. But unless we 
are to revert to the wooden plow, very much cash will be neces- 
sary. California needs machinery, automobiles, rolling stock, tex- 
tiles, coal, iron, and many other of the most basic products which 
are obtainable only outside, and chiefly from the large corpora- 
tions. Within California, railroad transportation, shipping, power, 
light, water and many other important utilities are controlled by

large corporations which would rather take cash than Sinclair's

the majority are not closed and are still making profit. 
Among them are factories producing many essentials. Then there 
are many factories operating part time. But they must be making 
some profit as no capitalist operates his plant just to supply the 
people’s wants. So if Sinclair wants to induce a capitalist to rent 
his plant to the unemploved, the rent will have to be somewhere 
around what the owner figures he can make by operating it. In 
fact more, as any capitalist would rather try his luck for more 
than just mere.rent. Only factories completely without hope will 
vield to the State. Needless to point out that such factories 
usually suffer from strong competition outside the State as well. 
‘They will certainly not be the best for a cash business. 


Of course we are given a ready answer. In time the fac- 
tories needed could be either bought or built. Yes, but on what? 
The most enthusiastic EPIC advocates admit that it will take 


years before the system could be put on a normal minimum scale. 
Building of new projects is only a distant hope. In the meantime, 
a buver comes into a store and finds only a few items which he 
could buy with the scrip, while cash is required for most wants. 
But the workers in the State system are never to see any cash. 


EXPECTS FARMERS TO PART WITH FARMS. 


Farms are likewise to be ren‘ed for the price of taxes. Of 
these, large farm colonies are to be set up. The basis of opera- 
tion here is limited to such type of farm and farming as_ suffer 
so much that even the price of taxes is an advantage. Here ts 
another “little” contradiction. Sinclair is enthusiastic for the 
“New Deal’ and believes that the lot of the farmers will improve 
under it. Certainly we should not expect many who are so poor 
as to be willing to give up their farms. Then Sinclair's program 
provides that farms assessed below $3,000 are exempt from taxa- 


tion. A farmer who can get anything at all out of his farm will 
not give it away. 
The State farms will have to base themselves on much land 


that is now unused. This for a time will not make for very profit- 
able farming. Workers will have to work long hours to derive a 
decent standard out of them or to be able to compete with the 
big ranchers. 

_ Sinclair took some features of the Soviet Union's collective 
farm system, as he himself admits. Put he leaves out a few 
small details, The Soviet peasants did not pay a cent for the 
land; they have their own government; and they do not have to 
compete with capitalist economy within the country. It is the 
large landholdings which were taken over immediately after the 
revolution. Sinclair would leave these intact to undermine the 
struggling co-operative farms, until some day the poor will buy 
out the rich. 


He speaks of organizing the farm colonies on a modern basis. 


> : ‘, Wis rp 
But machines, trucks, and chemicals cost money—not scrip. The 
Soviet workers and peasants were successful only after they 


built up the lareest agricultural machinery industry in. the world. 

_ In all of Sinclair's ready answers, there is nothing on the 
affect of campetition with the rest of the country. Sinclair says 
that if the unemployed now within the State system are satished, 
they will not compete with those on jobs who would, therefore, 
be able to win higher wages. But that will mean an increase in 
production costs for most industries which would still be in-pri- 
vate hands, and they will not be able to meet their competitors 
outside of California, whose workers have not yet been blessed 
with Sinclair’s socialism. “Well,” says Sinciair, “let the workers 
who are thrown out of work join our State svstem. Or the clos- 
ing of the factory will force the owner to sell to the State.” (If 
: The trend would inevitably be not for 
promoting more work in the factories now working, but for 
closing them. Corporations having plants in California would find 
it most convenient to close them, but not sell them to the State. 
This would inchide the steel. auto, tire, shipbuilding and such in- 
sic a ta At least, most orders would be transferred to eastern 
piants. 


The same in the agricultural industry. We assume, granting 
that the EPIC is applied according to Hoyle, that the agricul- 
tural workers on the private ranches would likewise win higher 
wages, as they would have no unemployed to compete with. We 
further assume, as Sinelair promises, that those on the farm 
colonies would have a decent standard. But the agricultural 
workers on Florida citrus, Arizona melons, Colorado beets, or 
Tersey vegetables, would not yet have the “benefits” of the EPIC. 


-Califermia products would not be able to compete with them very 


effectively. Not unless Sinclair has in mind that California field 
workers will live like peons. 

The above only shows how ridiculous it is to try to build a 
new order side by side with capitalism, leaving the commanding 
industries in the hands of the capitalists and, at that, attempt it 
in one out of 48 states.
